musplesul the baea, where it was found.

tboy led to a theory th a t Tweed was never lu Florida 
as a hunter or refugee near a llgbihouso, as tbo illus­ 
trated adventures protend aod as previous rum ors re- 
ported; tb a t be really sailed fur Cuba from lom e 
N orthern p o rt; th a t be was expected by frlende in 
Cuba, and th a t bis escapo and oonoealment w ere ar­ 
ranged and managed lu a m anner very different from 
tb at related In tbe article.

It Is thought here th a t there wae no each organized 
band to lake charge of him oa Is described In tbe ac- 
CAiunt, but that the escape, the conoealraent and tbe 
doparlnro for Cuba wore all maosgcd by two or three 
discreet Irtonds of Tweed, who did not trouble tbem - 
Bslvos lo lake bim far away, but rather kept him Irom

I t Is believed th at Tweed 
■ailed from some N ortberu port In a ehlp bound to tbe 
Hrazile o r Domaruro, which landed him near Santiago, 
on tho rocki, by a previous agreem ent, and tben 
■ailed on to her port, and no doubt Is lelt bcro th at bla 
arrival wns expected by persons ol some consoquenoe 
nnd authority lu Cuba wbo bad eupagod li 
him , and who did give tho govorum ent some troublo 
and dcfcBted IM original attem pt to cause bis seizure 
on the Island.

In W ashington Senators like Bayard, 
Randolph, K em an, Gordon, Lamar, Hill, 
Garland and many others at once declared 
that they w ould support Mr. Hayes in the 
fulfilment of all he had promised; and these 
men, democrats all of them, but lovers of 
country above party, by tbeir firm attitude 
broke down the repnbliean plot to defeat the 
President’s Cabinet nominations. 
All over 
tho country the address was welcomed by 
the best democrats as heartily os by the best 
republicans; both saw in it a happy promise 
of national regeneration, and the soreness 
over the manner in which Mr. Hayes was 
made President gave way to the hope that 
his rule would be beneficent for the country. 
The course of the President, though right 
and wise, is an anomaly in our politics. 
For the first time in our history the remark­ 
able spectacle is presented of an elected 
President carrying out the views of the op­ 
position. 
Vice Presidents who have sno- 


j ceeded to the first office have paid little re­ 
spect to the views of the party by which 
they were chosen; bnt Presidents elected as 
such have, in the main, kept step to the 
party m nsia Mr.

B ut he can­ 
not be accused of any want of good faith or 
loyalty to his snpporters. 
In his excellent 
letter of acceptance he made a perfectly 
frank and explicit declaration of what he 
would do if elected. 
Neither his own party 
nor tho opposition believed that he m eant 
what he said. 
Unexpectedly to both he 
stands by his -word. He proves to be a great 
deal more of a man than either party sup­ 
posed. 
B ut his steadiness, his consistency, 
his cautious firmness, seem pretty certain, 
if he holds out as he has begun, to lead to 
a dissolution and roconstructioir of political 
parties. 
In considering the futnre of parties it 
would be absurd to suppose that the Presi­ 
dent is going to deliberately and purposely 
break up his own party; ju st as absurd as it 
would be to suppose that the democratic 
leaders, who so quickly rallied to his sup­ 
port when their support was necessary to 
him, meant thereby to abandon the demo­ 
cratic party. 
Political changes are not 
brought about so suddenly or in such ways. 
Moreover, tho President has always been 
what is called “a strict party man."

The simplification and reform of onr 
dock management can bo so easily effected | 
that any novel and complicated legislation 
on the subject is naturally regarded as 
offered in bad faith, or as covering somo job 
which would probably be worse for the city 
than even the present Dock Department. 
Under the existing system a distinction is 
made between onr dock work and all other 
public work. 
Tbe Dock Departm ent is not 
required, as other departm ents are, to re­ 
port its annual estimates to the Board of 
Apportionment. 
Its expenses are not in­ 
cluded in the yearly budget, as tbe expenses 
of other departm ents are. 
The Commis­ 
sioners are not responsible, as all other heads 
of departments. 
Their expenses have been 
on an average nearly a quarter of a million 
dollars a year. 
Their plans have been im­ 
mature, their counsels divided, their heavy 
expenditures altogether inconsistent with 
tho amount of work done. They have helped 
to increase onr debt w ithout having much 
bettered the condition of the docks or given 
any im portant advantages to commerce. Tbe 
law creating the Dock Commission and de­ 
fining its powers and duties should be re­ 
pealed, the docks should be placed under 
the management of a bureau in the Public 
Works Departm ent, the head of which should 
be a capable engineer, directly responsible 
to the Commissioner of Public Works, and 
all the dock work should be brought under 
the provisions of the city charter and done 
by contract, the same as all other city work 
is done. 
This would sweep away the triple­ 
headed commission, with its costly political 
patronage, the boats, derricks and other ex­ 
pensive white elephants of the department, 
and would bring the docks under the prac­ 
tical management of a com petent and re­ 
sponsible head. 
Wo would then have the 
docks im proved and the work done effi­ 
ciently, cheaply and in a business like 
manner.

R o u n d s m a n 
Ito a ter l,* w lt. 
Roundsman Lester Lewis is a fine speci­ 
men of "the best police in the world." 
Some weeks ago ho was on a Fourth aVeuue 
car in citizen’s dress, w ith nothing of the 
policeman about him except his natural ruf­ 
fianism and innate blackguardism to desig­ 
nate bis profession. 
An old and highly re­ 
spectable citizen who was riding on the 
samo car and conversing with some friends 
happened to express the opinion that, among 
other desirable m unicipal economies, the 
pay of the police m ight properly be re­ 
duced. Roundsm an Lester Lewis thereupon 
interfered in the conversation and com­ 
menced to shower foul abuse on the gentle­ 
man who had ventured to advocate such a 
policy. 
If Roundsman Lester Lewis had 
been armed with his club at the time he 
would, no doubt, have knocked the offender 
senseless and broken in his skull at bis leis­ 
ure for the purpose of adm itting into it 
more liberal 
views. 
As the only police 
weapon he had about him at the time was 
his foul tongue he used that freely on tbe 
astonished citizen. 
But Roundsman Lester Lewis had bis op­ 
portunity in reserve. 
A few days subse­ 
quent to this car rencontre Lewis met and 
recognized the gentlem an who had favored 
reducing the policem an’s pay on Broadway. 
Lewis was then a full fledged bully and 
ruffian, for ho had his well stuffed police 
coat on his back and his skull-cracking club 
in his fist. 
So he walked up to the citizen, 
addressed him in an insulting, swaggering 
style, followed him along the sidewalk with 
abusive language for the purpose of provok­ 
ing a breach of the peace, but, finding that 
impossible, at last made up his m ind to ar­ 
rest him anyway, and so dragged him along 
Broadway from Bleecker street to the Tombs. 
There the trnm ped-np com plaint he made 
was instantly 
dismissed by 
tho magis­ 
trate and 
the police 
ruffian 
was se­ 
verely rebnked. 
Roundsm an Lester Lewis 
has now been tried before the Police Com­ 
missioners on these charges and they have 
been fully proven against him. . The Board 
has directed that the ruffian shall be pun­ 
ished ; but how ? He is to be "reprim anded 
by Commissioner Sm ith T’ Now a repri­ 
mand by Commissioner Baldy Smith may 
be a very terrible infliction, bnt will 
Roundsman Lester Lewis care a snap of his 
fingers for it? 
Will he not laugh in his 
sleeve at Baldy’s rebuke, however severe it 
may be ? The whole proceeding is an out­ 
rage on tho public, and the Police Commis­ 
sioners who dare to leave so unmitigated a 
ruffian and loafer as Roundsm an Lester 
Lewis on the police to bo a terror to peace­ 
ful, law-abiding citizens, prove that they 
are as unfit to manage the force as that 
worthy is to be intrusted with a club. 


IVho K ille d O rv ille D . J e w e tt I 
No doubt exists as to the cause of George 
W. Jew ett’s death—the horrible laceration of 
his leg by the fragments of the exploded 
grenade gives all the evidence necessary on 
that p o in t 
But another life has been sacri­ 
ficed in this dark tragedy, and investigation 
is groping for facts that will show who killed 
Orville D. Jewett. 
The wonnds on bis body 
are seven in num ber. 
Two of these were 
caused by the explosion, the other five are 
perforating wounds in the epigastric region 
from pistol shots. 
The bullets have been 
traced in their downward and backward 
course into 
the 
intestines. 
The pistols 
by which they were evidently made lay 
on the floor beside the bodies. 
One of 
these weapons was a four-barrelled pis­ 
tol of small colibre, corrosponding to the 
size of four bullets found in the body; 
another was a large navy revolver, the heavy 
ball from which made the large wound over 
tho stomach. 
Who fired these pistols? 
Wore both discharged by Orville D. Jew ett 
with suicidal 
intent? 
Or did he only 
fire the larger one into his body and 
Dean 
tbe other in 
tho act of 
self- 
defence? Lastly, 
is it possible that a 
struggle took place after the explosion 
between young Jew ett and his uncle, and 
that tho latter tired the small pistol, which 
he may have wrenched from the m urderer’s 
band at tho moment or previously hold? 
These theories invite investigation. 
Any of 
them may be tho true one. 
One of them 
must be. 
Tho lacts gathered yesterday by 
our reporters and published this inorning do 
not change tho general features of this mys­ 
terious affair from thoseofm urder and suicide 
which it assumed trom tho start. 
There 
are indications, however, of an effort to 
cloak it from the public curiosity which 
must not be perm itted to succeed. 
No fam­ 
ily considerations should stand between the 
law aud tho facts. 
If Mr. Dcnn had no hand 
in Orville D. Jew ett’s death ho owes it to 
himself and to the public to givo the fullest 
expinnntion he can offer as to its immediate 
cause.

How Operea Are P u t on 
(he S tag e. 
Tun auy of our operatic managers, whose 
taste and judgm ent are so adm irable in tbe 
selection of contraltos, sopranos, tenors, 
bassos and the rest, and who cad nose a 
suocessfiil prima donna across the Atlantic, 
give us any satisfactory reason why, in pro­ 
ducing an opera, tho music of tho composer, 
the skill of tho musicians and tho voices of 
the singers should bo left to gain popular 
favor unaided by any of tho customary 
accessories of a well-directed stage? As a 
rule, which, indeed, has but very few excep­ 
tions, to put an opera on the American stage 
means to procure one or two stars whose light 
happens to be bright in tho musical firma­ 
m ent nt the moment, a few good second 
class singers, ns Iftrge a chorus as the treas­ 
ury will perm it, and of course a good 
orchestra, which can generally be fonnd in 
New York. 
For the rest the lum ber of 
the stage is overhauled for soenery and the 


property man’a trunka are raneacked for 
wardrobes. 
The chorus, always of a very 
miscellaneous character and seldom distin­ 
guished for the graoe and dignity of ita 
males or the beauty of its females, is made 
to do double or treble duty, now coming 
on 
as 
gay 
and 
careless 
peasants, 
now 
as 
grim warriors 
and again 
as 
brigands 
and 
their picturesque 
wives 
and daughters. 
To change a "supe" from a 
peasant to a soldier needs only a long red 
coat, A cop with a feather in it and an old 
m usket. 
To take away his good charac­ 
ter and degrade him into a bloodthirsty 
brigand requires sim ply a circular brown 
cloak, a slouching brown hat, a pair of turn­ 
over boots, a brace of pistols, a long knifo 
and a fierce stage mustache. 
In a recent 
opera a peasant lover in the first scene was 
transtormed into a corporal of the guard in 
the second, and in the third became a re­ 
morseless mountain robber. 
Throngh all 
the changes ho was easily recognized by 
his rem arkably thin legs and his painfully 
weak eyes. 
In tbe opera "II Bailo in Mas- 
chera,” as recently presented at the Academy 
of Music, tho historian would be puzzled to 
recognize the old fishermen and sailors of 
Boston in the gentlem en who appear to have 
been ju st turned ont by some dealer in tho 
cast-off clothes of a hand of Italian brigands. 
Because the story of "Lucia di Lammer- 
moor” is Tttid in Scotland the inevitable 
fates that frown on the stage destinies of 
operatic performances always provide warm 
Italian scenery, and thp stout Scottish peas­ 
ants invariably pi'eseut the appearance of 
Bohemian gypsies. 
The scenery in "Trovn- 
tore,” on the other hand, is generally such 
as might be used in parte of "Der Freis- 
chutz,” while the troops might pass for Jersey 
militiamen on a training. 
Who ever saw 
the sailors in

"F lying Dutchman" 
look 
like 
anything but a 
cross

English m arino? 
On one occasion when 
"Norma" was produced in this city some of 
the Druids astonished the parquet by dis­ 
playing Oxford lies under their long white 
robes, and we remember to have seen a 
Norma wearing a handsome pair of solitaire 
earrings and a profusion of diamonds on her 
fingers and wrists.

P h a lr , th e M urderer—An A libi. 
Vermont furnishes an event that is mildly 
sensational in its way, as an apparent 
departure from correct and methodical con­ 
duct on the part of the authorities. 
In that 
State in the year 1874 the crime of murder 
was brought home to a young man by 
evidence satisfactory to a jury, and this 
cnlprit is now under sentence of death. 
But 
a • person has 
"turned up” who 
promises to prove that at the time tbo 
crime was com mitted in Rutland, Vt., the 
alleged m urderer was not in the place, but 
somewhere else, on his way to Providence. 
That tho Executive should stay the arm of 
the law out of regard to a mere expression 
of opinion of this nature m ust be attributed 
to tho readiness of the authorities to exhaust 
the 
smallest chance that, may present 
itself in the. cu lp rit’s favor—to a dis­ 
position not to hang anybody in favor 
of whose innocence a word can possibly be 
said. 
It is nearly throe years since the 
occurrence of the crime. 
On the trial the 
whereabouts of the m urderer on the day of 
the m urder was made out by a consistent 
train of circumstances, and did not at all 
agree with his own account of his where­ 
abouts. 
No evidence was produced on 
the trial to sustain his own account, 
and the jnry decided against him. 
Now 
a man comes forward whose statement 
amounts to an expression of opinion that 
the prisoner’s story was true. 
It seems not 
according to ordinary methods to stay an 
execution on such ground. 
Doubtless the 
Governor attaches weight to the story, r.nd 
that of course is sufficient: b u t it is evident 
that a man who knew so little of the pris­ 
oner that he did not appear on the trial, and 
who yet knows so much that he cun swear 
as to the culprit’s whereabouts on a particu­ 
lar day in June, 1874, is a person who 
knows at once too little and too much.
